In Water Use 


The water department has been 
busting records all over the place, 
during the prolonged hot and dry 
weather, 

For the first time, the station 
at Haggett’s Pond recorded in 
excess of 5,1 million gallons of 
water in one day, That record was 
broken on two successive days 
last week, 

On June 26, 5,128 million gallons 
were pumped; the following day, 
last Thursday, the load was 5,116 
million gallons, 

And to deliver this much water 
to thirsty people, gardens, lawns 
and swimming pools, the pumping 
station also broke records for 
operation of the pumps themselves, 

Three shifts were put on, and 
the pumps operated 24 hours daily 
to keep the reservoirs full, Normal 
pumping time in the summer is 
about 16 hours a day, according to 
Mr, Bassett.

EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


The Only Way

The charter study committee, very wisely we believe, 
has asserted its belief that a study of departmental opera- 
tions is necessary, if any good iis to come of the whole 


project. 


For the operation of departments is, in fact, tied in 
so completely with the successes and failures of the town 
manager system that to ignore these operations would 


make the study ineffective. 


It was agreed at the meeting that the charter is a 
document, incapable of -acting by itself. Thus it is the 
human implementation of the charter that counts. 

While no one wants to see a witch hunt, we all would 
like to feel that this study has been undertaken with full 
authority to cover the subject completely. To surround the 
committee with obstacles, too many do’s and don'ts, will 
only result in a weakened report that will satisfy no one. 

It appeared to us that the committee wants only to 
have the job done to the best of its ability — there was 
every indication that all efforts will be made to be fair 
and objective during the course of the study. 


On Again, Off Again 


We’re puzzled and confused over the garbage collection 
frequency during this summer. 

Earlier, in the spring, Town Manager Thomas E. Duff 
said collections would not be undertaken on a twice- 
weekly basis, as called for in the contract, unless con- 
ditions made this necessary. He also commented that the 
growth of the town, since the contract was awarded, has 
resulted iin more collections than were first required. 

Now we understand that twice-weekly pick-ups will be 
made, on request of any resident. All one has to do, 
apparently, is call the collector and he will arrange for 


the extra service. 


This all seems strange, in an terms of an orderly ad- 
ministration of this particular phase of the government, It 
doesn’t make sense for the trucks to make special trips 
for those who want collections twice each week. This 
could be more of a burden, from the standpoint of extra 
mileage and time, than scheduling a whole route on the 


more frequent basis. 


Either the town is going to have twice-weekly summer 
garbage collections or it isn’t — but we can’t have both. 
Perhaps the responsible officials should make up their 
minds which of these choices they want, then take a firm, 
positive, unrevocable position on the question. 


Good Job Being Done 


Last week’s heat wave drew thousands of men, women 
and children to Pomp’s Pond — in numbers far in excess 


of normal, 


It is a tribute to Wil Hixon and his staff that there were 
no incidents beyond the normal waterfront routine. For 
throughout the year at Pomp’s, it is common procedure to 
help youngsters who get scared when they get out over 
their heads, or tire quicker than they thought they would. 

Had the Pond’s supervised waterfront not been expanded 
this year, almost by twice its former size, it would have 
been impossible to handle the crowds that fought the heat 
by swimming. As it was last week, the crowds were nearly 


overwhelming at times. 


Expansion of the facility, to include the former Camp 
Olympia, may come in the future. Certainly last week’s 
record use proves the need, whenever money is available.

The land - some 483 acres - is 
across River rd. from the old 
North District School, 

Mr. Tarbox, in response to 
editorial comment in the Towns 
man last week, presents the follow: 
ing arguments for the site: 

Transportation to the school 
from all four cooperating commu: 
nities is reimbursed by the state 
and federal governments, Thus it 
is not a direct cost to the real 
estate taxpayers in the come 
munities, 

A site of over 40 acres can not 
be found in Lawrence; the cost of 
preparing other locations con 
sidered by the Committee would 
be considerably greater than the 
one now contemplated, The River 
rd, site is flat and easily work 
able, with easier access to Laws 
rence sewer connections, 


The town will get increased 


state aid, based on participation 
in the school region, The net in- 
come from the state, after de- 
ducting the cost of Andover's share 
of the expenses, will more than 
offset any possible loss in [ax 
revenue from the land utilized for 
the school, 

Moreover, the site has narrow 
frontage but good depth and, in the 
Committee’s opinion, would not be 
considered prime industrial pro 
perty, It is good, however, for the 
school’s purposes, _ : 

In general, Mr. Tarbox B
